There is a widespreal demand that 
all voters be permitted to cast ballots 
in the nomination of counci! members 
just as they do now in the case of 
nominations of alderme.

TWO CONTINENTS 


North and South America 
Will Be Connected in 
New System, Beginning 
Thursday Noon. 


Regular telephone service between 
North America and. South America 
will be available to the public at 12 
noon, New York time, Thursday. 

This new service wi!l imterconnect 
20,000,000 telephones in the United 
States, as well as all telephones in 
Cuba, and all the principal points in 
Mexico and Canada, with the -tele- 
phones in the Argentine Republie and 
with the cities of Santixgo in Chil 
and Montevideo in Uruguay. 

The link between the two contin- 
ents will be a short ware radio tele- 
phone circuit 5,300 miles ia length 
connecting the overseas radio stations

Ramsay MacDonald had _ conferred 
with Foreign Minister Dino Grandi, 
of Italy. 

The spokesman added, however, 
that negotiations seeking a formula 
satisfactory to both France and Brit- 
ain were continuing. 

' No More Commitments. 

England,. the spokesman said, is 
anxious and willing to go the limit 
for peace and for improvement of the 
machinery for keeping peace and giv- 
ing security against war. 7 

“But any further military commit- 
ments are absolutely impossible,” he 
declared. “They would be tantamount 
to tying ourselves down te engage in 
military operations without being able 
to control the situation from. which 
they urose. No British government 
could undertake such commitments, 
which are contrary to the feeling of 
the whole British people.” 

The statement was widely interpret- 
ed as marking the end of the present 
phase of Franco-British pact discus- 
sions unless the French altered their 
attitude. The British viewpoint was 
seen as coinciding exactly with the 
American. attitude, in that London re- 
fuses to accept any military commit- 
ments in advance regarding any fu- 
ture situation over which it has no 
control.

WILL HAYS SCORED 
~ BY MAGON PASTOR 


Need of U. S. Commission To 
Cope With Movie Prob- 


lems Stressed in Sermon. 


MACON, Ga., March. 30.—(4)—De- 
claring that Will Hays has proven a 
failure as “a friend of the people” but 
a “bulwark of strength to the moving 
picture industry,” Dr. Edmund F. 
Cook, pastor of the Vineville Meth. 
odist chureh, this city, Sunday  de- 
elared in a sermon that “only a fed- 
eral commission, exercising control as 
ever a public utility, can cope with 
the problem of the movies.” 

Dr. Cook was formerly seeretary of 
the home mission board of the M. .E. 
Church, Seuth. 

“The producers and Will Hays 
promised to reform voluntarily and to 
clean up the movies,” the pastor de- 
elared. “They have broken too many 
such promises.” 

Stating that there is “great actual 
good and greater potential good” in 
the movies, Dr. Cook gave the opinion, 
however, that “the evil far outweighs 
the good.’’ (Quoting from a list of 
critics, he pointed to four corporations 
—Fox Films, Warner Brothers, Para- 
mount-Famous Players-Lasky, and Ra- 
dio-Keith-Orpheum—which he said 
had managed to set up a monopoly 
over a business so “potentially dan- 
gerous to the world’s children and, the 
world’s peace and welfare” by three 
simple steps: : 

“Buying up not only the means of 
production and of distribution, but 
also the theaters so that they control 
practically the whole market. 

“By maintaining a system of block 
buying by which an exhibitor must 
buy his pictures in blocks, the bad 
ones along with the better ones, with- 
out having a right to pick and choose 
in the open market. 2 

“Blind buying by which the exhibi- 
tor ix to pick his pictures before they 
are produced without a chance of see- 
ing them and to know whether they 
are suitable for his clientele.” 

Mueh of the responsibility for pres: 
ent conditions, according to Dr. Cook, 
rests with Mr. Hays. The other ma- 
jor responsibility he attributed to the 
nublie, which, either “indifferent, Jazz- 
loving or thrill-hunting.” cares little 
for good pictures, or “intelligent and 
cultnred,” is helpless to change things 

Disenssing the “actual good” of the 
movies, Dr. Cook mentioned the dis- 
semination of information regarding 
scientific discoveries, inventions and 
research. Other pictures open up nat- 
ural history, histerical events and 
reveal the habits of other countries. 
The motion picture, he continued, “is 
one of the most charming and effec- 
tual means of informing the masses, 

“The possibilities for popular edu- 
eation in things that are fraught with 
utmost value is so immense that it 
will be little short of a erime if we 
let them go on edueating in had man- 
ners. bed morals snd bad philosophy. 
he continned. “We must not let the 
popular demand for the movies become 
so degraded that there is little or no 
financial profit in the high-class pic- 
ture. but money only in jazz, cock- 
tails, sex and crime display.”

After 
carefully studying these papers, in 
the library of Notre Dame, M. Perrie 
Champion. came to the conclusion that 
the caricatures were the works of the 
chauvinistiec notaries who had drawn 
them up. At the time of her death 
at the stake at Rouen, Joan was still 
somewhat of an obscure figure in her 
country. It was not until years later 
that people began to speak of the 
Pucelle d’Orleans as the savior of 
France in one of its most tragic mo- 
ments. Thus, when the trial began 
for the establishment of her inno- 
cence, the law clerks, who were as- 
signed to draw up the papers in- 
terpreted public opinion in 
of that day by caricaturing England's 
attitude toward their country, On 
the margin of one of these manu- 
scripts, M. Champion found a carica- 
ture showing a huge fish devouring 
a fleur de lys, a drawing which naive- 
ly indicated Great Britain’s behavior 
toward France. On another page, 
he found a caricature showing a fleur 
de lys cut in half, with the grotesque 
figure of a judge drawn beside it. 
These anonymous caricatures have re- 
mained undiscovered until this day. 
They indicate that the art of carica- 
ture was practiced in France even at 
that date and that the precursors of 
Lewis Gregg knew how to interpret 
the opinion of their contemporaries.

The Complaint is a Common One.

Congress Commits and Permits. 

Mr. Beck and most other moderns 
who have expressed alarm and dis- 
sent from the almost steady expan- 
sion of constitutional warrants, by 
interpretation alone, seem to. oyver- 
look what Senator John C. Calhoun 
so forcibly presented in the debates 
over the Clay resolution to limit the 
veto power of the president in 1842, 

Calhoun showed then that the real 
evil was in the willingness of the 


congress to expand the power and 


prerogatives of the executive in order 
to make new offices and permit new 
and unwarranted uses of the federal 
power and funds. 

That is the evil of today. Congress 
legislates things that would have set 
Washington, Jefferson and Jackson 
erazy. And the supreme court has 
acquired the habit of sanctioning 
about everything congress does that 
is not expressly prohibited in tolidem 
verbis by the constitution. 


An Appeal Lies to the People. 

There is a too general opinion— 
one held by many congressmen, in 
fact—that when the supreme court 
validates any act of congress, that 
settles the issue permanently. 

But that is not the truth. 

The supreme court, in the case of 
Chisholm y. Georgia, said a citizen 
of another state could sue a sovereign 
state, without its consent, in the fed- 
eral courts; but the states rose 
against the derision, compelled the 
submission of an amendment to the 
contrary, and promptly ratified that 
lith amendment. 

The supreme court said congress 
could not lay an income tax except 
by apportionment of population, «nd 
the people promptly demanded 
16th amendment and ratified it. 
the court is not greater than 
people! 

~ « + x 
The People Can Save Their Rights. 

Mr. Beck truly shows that con- 
gress has taken away rights of the 
states and of the people. But what 
congress has thus done the people 
can undo by electing another congress 
for that purpose. 

And wien the supreme court rati- 


fies a congressional usurpation, as in 


the acts conferring authority upon the 
interstate commerce commission to 
nullify and over-ride state rights, the 
people can be appealed to for a re- 
versal of the court and the congress 
as in the 11th and 16th amendments. 

Mr. Beck’s good faith in behalf of 
the states and the people should 
move him to offer the proper cura- 
tive amendments for submission to 
the people. in

There Is Need for a Halt. 


Careful observers of the present 
trend of federal legislation and fed- 
eral court decisions are convinced 
that a halt in their adulterations of 
the constitution is greatly needed. 

The slow movement to rewrite the 
constitution in usurpatory statutes 
and supreme court opinions is like 
that of a glacier—often unrealizable 
to the eye, but gradually obliterating 
old landmarks and boundaries. 

The people are diverted from the 
facts and the trend of them hy fed- 
eral bounties and subsidies—as tn the 
fifty-fifty appropriations—and by the 
hope of getting big money out of 
the nation treasury for purposes 
that are deéSfrable, but for which the 
states alone should be charged. 

And the end of the usurpations is 
nowhere in sight.

Tariff No Longer Excuse for 
Business Uncertainty— 
Store Costs Increase, Prof- 

its Decline—More Planes 
Built in U. S. in 1929 
Than in Remainder 
of World. 


While the new tariff bill still has 
fo jump the joint conference commit- 
tee hurdles, the new duties, on the 
whole, will be higher than those now 
in existence, 

The present law provides for aver- 
age protective rates at about 84 per 
cent ad valorem. The house Dill, 
passed six months ago, called for an 
average of 43 per cent protection. 
When this bill reached the senate 
these rates were attacked vigorously.| 
Within the last three weeks, however, 
the senators have revised their first 
figures and passed a bill which calls 
for an average protection of 39 per 
cent, 5 per cent above the present 
rates and 4 per cent below the rates 
the house wanted. 

Should the bill as it comes from 
the senate be made a Jaw three major 
changes will stand out: 

1. The power to change rates, up 
or down, 5O per cent will be trans- 
ferred from the president to congress. 

2. A bounty on exported surplus 
farm products will be established, 

3. An attempt will be made to re- 
move all protection from the products 
of companies which want monopolies. 

The agricultural duties imposed are 
the highest in American history. 

Of course the new tariff law will 
be a compromise. No one will be 
satisfied. Some rates are up—some 
down—but the main thing is that 
business wil] know definitely what the 
rates are. Foreign nations have al- 
ready sent in protests against the 
higher schedules. Thousands of work- 
ers have joined in parades in France 
and England protesting certain rates. 

While business is still waiting for 
the final schedules, it knows now pret- 
ty much what to expect. 


Department store statistics for each 
of the last five years reveal increas- 
ing costs in doing business and de- 
clining profits. 

I asked E. A. Filene, Boston de- 
partment store owner, when this trend 
would be reversed. 

“In general, for 1930 and the fol- 
lowing years, the stores that follow 
the new trends of scientific merchan- 
dising, that adopt sweeping price 
simplifications, that use the most care- 
ful analytical research and substitu- 
tion of facts for opinions in the con- 
duct of their business, will be in- 
creasingly successful,” said Mr. Fil- 
ene, 

“Then the basic reason for the de- 
cline in sales and earnings of many 
department stores is a matter of man- 
agement?” 

“Very largely. For instance the 
sales and profits of two of the larg- 
est New York department stores 80 
managed have increased constantly 
during the last five-year period.” 


Edward P. Warner, former assist- 
ant secretary of the navy for aviation, 
says that the aggregate number of 
planes built in the United States dur- 
ing 1929 exceeded the total for the 
rest of the world. 

“The number of purely commercial 
machines built in the United States 
and Canada exceeded the number for 
Europe and Asia by at least 200 per 
cent,” he declares. 

Many believe that military prepara- 
tions should concentrate on the air- 
craft rather than on the battleship. 
How are the nations prepared to this 
field? 

On October 1, 1929, the American 
army had 1,373 planes, most of them 
modern; the navy had 829 planes on 
July 1, 

Great Britain had 772; France and 

her colonies, 1,620: Italy, 875; Ja- 
pan, 372; Spain, 336, Poland, 326, 
and Belgium 246. 

But in the matter of government 
appropriations for aircraft support, 
Great Britain leads, Russia's fig- 
ures are not included and Germany is 


limited by the peace treaty to commer-* 


cial planes. 


America’s biggest industry, that of 
the automobile, shows an expanding 
foreign trade in January over Decem- 
ber. The value of all automotive 
products, which were exported in Jan- 
uary of this year, amounted to $31,- 
166,600, compared with $27,983,600 
in December, 1929, and $47,593,600 in 
January of 1929. ; 

Anyone reading the figures can see 
that January represents a gain of 14.7 
per cent over December, but a de- 
cline of 34.5 per cent compared with 
a year ago. 

The fact is that while the Wall 
Street November crash did have an 
adverse affect in slowing down Ameri- 
can business, world trade, too, has 
been slowing down for. six- months. 
The decreasing world trade figures 
show this.

LOSES MONEY RAPIDLY 


Uncontrolled Flow Causes 
Company To Bear Heavy 
Damage Account. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla., March 
30.—(/)—Running wild, Oklahoma's 
newest and largest gusher today con- 
tinued to spout thousands of barrels 
of petroleum high above its. derrick, 


defying all efforts of oil men to con- 
trol its flow. A stiff wind scattered 
the oil spray across the countryside 
at a mounting loss to the owner of 
the well, the Mary Sidik No. 1, of the 
Indian Territory Illuminating Oil 
Company. 

The well came in last Wednesday 
as a dry gasser, but later blew itself 
in for an initial oil production esti- 
mated by operators at approximately 
2,000 barrels an hour. Oil men esti- 
mated its gas flow at 200,000,000 
cubic feet a day. 

Scores of workmen have been en- 
gaged day and night in efforts to tame 
the gusher and save the heavy waste 
of petroleum. The constant. danger 
of ignition from friction or other pos- 
sible sparks makes the task extremely 
hazardous. An attempt to install a 
moster gate still was being made to- 
day and workmen hoped to accom- 
plish the task soon.

so early this year.

The federal farm board “was 
hatched not to help the farmer but 
to induce the farmers to raise a lot 
of stuff and pile it up so, the urban 
population could ay it at its own 
price at any time it wanted to at 

ne nse of the farmer and you 

now it, Mr. Edmonds,” writes a 
Texas farmer in the course of a three 
page, single-spaced, typewritten let- 
ter. And he is no cropper tenant 
just able to write, either, but a man 
who owns and operates 12 farms, and 
writes on figat-class letterheads from 
what appears to be a city address. 
Yet he heavily underscores the above 
statement. It merely goes to show 
that when statisticians wear out the 
ciphers on their typewriters figuring 
bales of cottons, bushels of wheat and 
millions of dollars, they are overlook- 
ing one very tough problem the farm 
board has to wrestle with—the hu- 
man element. 

B. F. Williamson, president of the 
Florida Forestry Association, told me 
the other day that a friend of his 
had once called a meeting of farm- 
ers to discuss acreage reduction. After 
a harangue on the subject, they all 
agreed to reduce for the coming sea- 


son. “Lock the door,” said Mr. Wil- 
liamson's friend. “I don't want any | 
of you fellows to get out of here) 
yet, and I don’t want to be inter- 
rupted. Now pass around those little 
pledge cards to sign. I'm going to 
tie all you fellows up with a con- 
tract to reduce.” The cards were 
signed and collected. “Now I know 
exactly what you birds are thinking 
about.” said the speaker. “Every 
mother’s son of you thinks he is the 
only one who is smart enough to take 
advantage of a smaller crop to put!

New Creameries. 

Creameries have opened up in sev- 
eral places in the south, and some 
of them have been unable to get 
enough milk to operate. The farm- 
ers won't buy cows to. supply an 
eager market. Why? Ask the farm- 
ers and you will hear that the cream- 
ery buys on a butter-fat basis and 
beats «tel down below what the milk 
is worth; or if it pays a good price 
until farmers have bought cows and 
are supplying all the milk it wants, 
and the farmers for miles around are 
dependent upon that one market, it 
cuts the price. If you listen to them 
only, you are bound to think the 
creamery is run by crooks and thieves. 
But get the other side of it, and you 
will hear that the farmers expect 
scrawny, underfed scrubs to yield a 
high butter-fat; or if they do get 
oy cows, they don't feed them prop- 
erly. 

Or a packing company opens pork 
packing plants, but the hogs are such 
poor grade that they have to shut up 
shop. If you want to see an old-time 
farmer snort, just pay-him les? for 
his hogs than you pay his own son 
for the high-grade, properly fed hogs 
that the younger man, frained in the 
consolidated high school or one of the 
boys’ farm clubs. has learned how to 
buy and raise. ‘Many a youngster has 
been the target for his father’s wrath 
for just such cause. 


Means Something. 


All_of which is highly suggestive. 
The old hardshells won't learn new 
methods, but there is a younger gen- 
eration coming along. trained to scien- 
tific methods in modern rural schools 
and sticking to the rm because they 
love it, and their training has given 
them reason to believe they can do 
better on it than théir fathers ever 
did. 


No farmer, whether he be dairvman, 
live-stock farmer or what not, should 
have to depend upon a single great 
buyer for his market or for the grad- 
ing of his product. A farmers’ co- 
operative could and should maintain 
its own grading station to check on 
that of the buyer. Such an arrange- 
ment is better for the buyer as well 
as for the farmer, for it clears the 
utmosphere of suspicion and proves 
to the more intelligent of the farmers 
that they have got to establish and 
maintain equality. Also “the co-oper- 
ative can ship any surplus to other 
markets and maintain a better local 
balance. This is one point at which 
the farm board can help.” 


No Business There. 


Still there is a great element among 
the farmers of the south who have no 
business on the farm. I do not know 
of any other business that demands 
such versatility. A factory requires a 
purchasing agent, a production man- 
ager, a financial man, an advertising 
manager, and a chief executive to co- 
ordinate all the others. The farmer 
must be all of these rolled into one. 
Sweep together a few hundred thou- 
sand men indiscriminately and dump 
them into any one calling, even given 
un educ tion for it, and considerably 
over half of them will be failures be- 
cause misfits. The slavery and cot- 
ton system which grew up in the 
south after the invention of the cot- 
ton gin drove all the non-slave own- 
ers on to the land, because it drove 
out the growing industries of the sec-

accustomed to Restrictions. 


Economic pressure, through control 
of credit, has been much discussed. 
It is an old story to the cotton farm- 
ers of the south, where it has been 
common to grant credit only on con- 
dition that it be vsed to raise cotton. 
It would seem a simple thing to re- 
verse the process, and refuse credit 
to unsuccessful farmers unless they 
would diversify at least enough to 
“live at home.” But the south has 
long been accustomed to restriction of 
credit to require cotton planting. and 
resists any change—as can be testi- 
fied by the corn occasionally planted 
between the rows of the cotton. 


Last week I commented on a re 
port that the Federal Reserve Bank 
of Texas was trying to educate mem- 
ber banks to the idea of the restriction 
of credit in order to curtail produc- 
tion. -It should be understood that 
this refers only tv approval and moral 
support of the farm board’s program. 
The Federal Reserve Bank is very 
much alive to the difficulties and dan- 
gers of an autocratic use of the re- 
discount function. 


Neverthel ss, the idea of using 
credit to bring abou. a readjustment 
of crops seems to be gaining ground 

sidly. The Manufacturers Record 
recently reported that “the bankers of 
five counties in South Carolina have 
united to urge the adoption of a ‘live 
at home’ program, with a determina- 
tien not to lend money to farmers 
who refuse.” Last week I reported 
that the bankers of Calhoun county, 
Alabama, were working along similar 
lines, and in earlier articles I have 
described the successful working of 
the same idea on a smaller scale in 
numerous localities. 


The doctrive that high wages make 
for general prosperity has been widely 
accepted; the kindred doctrine, that 
prosperous farmers also make for gen- 
eral prosperity, is finding equally gen- 
eral acceptance.

Remain So.

pointed out a few days ago what the 
federal reserve banks had done recent- 
ly to improve credit conditions and 
then, calling on the American people, 
he added: “‘Therefore it seems to me 
that others should -have more initia- 
tive and less hesitancy.” 

Once a week the member banks in 
leading cities throughout the country 
report their condition to the federal 
reserve. These figures cover all but 
a very small part of the country’s 
banking operations. When the week- 
ly figures now at hand are studied 
the question arises as to whether the 
initiative and courage being shown 
by the American people is not being 
greatly underestimated. 

One important item in the weekly 
consolidated repert of member banks 
to the federal reserve covers commer- 
cial loans.. The latest weekly state- 
ment now at hand shows this item 
at a total of $8,793,000,000. It is 
down $28,000,000 from a week ago. 
It is down $1,078,000,000 compared 
with the 1929 high which was made 
last November before the effects of 
the stock market panic began to be 
felt in general trade. 

But despite ‘the continued falling off 
in commercial loans reflecting contin- 
ued slowing down in general trade, 
the weekly consolidated report at 
hand of member banks to the federal 
reserve shows loans to customers on 
securities up $171,000,000 compared 
with a week ago. The statement also 
shows that the banks themSelves in- 
creased their own investments by 
$139,000,000, the past week, includ- 
ing an increase of $108,000,000 in the 
United States government securities 
and an increase of $31,000,000 in 
ofher securities, 

Optimistic Pose. 


Plainly bankers and their custo- 
mers are saying to themselves: ‘“‘Gen- 
eral business is poor, but it is not 
going to stay that way, and now is 
the time to discount the future by 
buying securities.” Idle money is pil- 
ing up and causing a drop in interest 
rates because general trade is poor. 
So far there has been no definite 
change for the better in general t-ade. 
Bankers and their customers are buy 
ing securities because the average in- 
come return on securities is now 
higher than the earning power of 
money in the open market. It is pos- 
sible that there may be some reduc- 
tions in corporation dividends before 
there is a definite upward movement 
in general trade. Nevertheless, those 
who are buying securities have faith 
in the outlook for general tra@e and 
in the earning power of corporations, 
or else they would not be buying se- 
curities. If the belief prevailed that 
slowing down in general trade would 
continue indefinitely with corpora- 
tions passing or reducing dividends, 
buying of securities would be post- 
poned to await lower prices. ' 

Restrictions. 

Under the national bank act a na- 
tional bank in making investments 
in securities for its own account is 
restricted to United States govern- 
ment issues and to bonds of munici- 
palities, and industrial, public utility 
and railroad companies. A _ national 
bank cannot buy stocks for its own 
investment.

It has been in so- 
called money stocks, that is, in sea- 
soned dividend paying shares which 
are the most sensitive to changes in 
the money market. These shares have

Usually well-informed Wall Street 
is confident that both the bond mar- 
ket and the aarket for preferred 
stocks is permanentiy going te have 
more competition from the market for 
common stock.

One of the oldest and most con- 
servative investment houses in Wall 
Street has just compiled some inter- 
esting information on the _ security 
holdings of investment trusts on De- 
cember 31 last. W.th the publication 
of the 1929 reports it is now possible 
for the first time to make a satis- 
factory analysis of investment trusts 
with total _ccources estimated at $3,- 
500,000,000. A study of forty invest- 
ments trusts reporting full informa- 
tion shows that the average security 
holdings of investment trusts at the 
close of 1929 -vas made up as follows: 
prefetred shares 4.6 per cent of the 
total holdings, bonds 6.3 per cent of 
the total, common stocks 69.9 per cent 
of the total, cash and call loans 13.9 
per cent of total resources. 

Another old and conservative Wall 
Street investment house has just com- 
piled a list of the most popular com- 
mon stocks held by seventy-seven in- 
vestment trusts at the close of 1929, 
according to the detailed annual re- 
ports just published. Consolidated Gas 
stands at the head of the list with 
that stock held by forty-nine of the 
seventy-seven investment trusts. Amer- 
ican Telephone and Union Carbide 
come next with forty-two investment 
trusts holding those shares Electric 
Bond & Share comes next, holding a 
place in the investments of forty in- 
vestment trusts. General Electric is 
next with thirty-seven investment 
trusts to its credit, New York Cen- 
tral and,Standard Oil of New Jersey 
each with 35, Columbia Gas & Elec- 
tric 31, United States Steel, Atchison 
and Union Pacific 29, International 
Harvester 27, American Can 26. 
American Tobacco 24, Gulf Oil 23, 
Sears-Roebuck 22, Pacific Gas & Elec- 
tric 21, ete. 

George F. Baker, who was 90 years 
old March 27, recogniz-d as this coun- 
try’s ablest investor, forms his own 
judgment as to what stocks should 
and should not be bought and he does 
mighty little talking about his invest- 
ments or anything else. The average 
trader or investor is likely to be in- 
fluenced by what others do. 


NEW ORLEANS COTTON 
SHOWS LITTLE CHANGE 


NEW ORLEANS, March 30.—(P) 
With trading fairly active in the cot- 
ton market during the past week, 
prices have fluctuated frequently from 
day to day but the net gains or 
losses daily were comparatively nar- 
row and the week’s close shows com- 
paratively small net changes compared 
with a week ago, May displaying a 
net gain of 31 points, July of 10 
points and October a net loss of 6 
points, 

The main feature of the week has 
been the active trading in the May 
position owing: to the efforts of the 
shorts in that month to cover. As a 
result of this demand for May which 
supplemented by a good deal of strad- 
dle buying by Liverpool against sales 
in that market was accompanied also 
by selling of- new crop months- with 
the result that these new crop posi- 
tions dropped to a discount under 
the old crop months. 

The buying of May and the ad- 
vance of that option. was somewhat 
checked towards the end of the week 
by reports that cotton. was being pre- 
pared in the south by certification 
for tender on May contracts. There 
was also some late improvement in 
the October position and in new crop 
months generally owing to the unfa- 
vorable weather in the cotton belt, 
which it was held would prevent field 
work and delay the planting of the 
crop possibly leading to some cut in 
acreage. This demand for October 
somewhat narrowed the discount un- 
der old crop positions. 

The spot demand continued light 
here as well as in all southern mar- 
kets although according to reports the 
basis was somewhat lowered from 
what it has been of late. Advices 
from the manufactured goods markets 
indicated improvement in the demand 
for standard cotton fabrics.

IMPRESSIVE GAINS

NEW YORK, March 30.—(4)— 
Prices on the New York curb market 
forced upward to new high levels. 
for the year last week with chief spec- 
ulative interest frequently shifting 
among the public utility, natural gas, 
oil and specialty shares. The advance 
was interrupted at times by profit- 
taking and short selling but gains gen- 
erally were fairly well maintained. 

Trading showed a marked expan- 
sion in volume, the daily average run- 
ning around 1,500,000 shares. Total 
sales of 1,724,800 shares on Wednes- 
day set a new high record for the 
year. 

Oils attracted a large speculative 
following on the announcement that 
surplus gasoline stocks had been 
drawn upon for the first time this 
year and on predictions of higher 
crude and gasoline prices. Merger ru- 
mors also played an important part 
in the rally. The federal government 
began proceedings to test the validity 
of the proposed Standard Oil of New 
York and Vacuum merger. Gulf, 
Humble, Standard Oil of Indiana and 
Indian Territory Illuminating were 
conspicuous in the week’s advance. 


In the public utility and holding 
company group, Electric Bond ¢ 
Share, American Superpower, Ameri- 
can Gas & Electric, Cities Service 
and most of the other leaders set new 
peak prices for the year, and held 
their gains well in the face of rather 
heavy profit-taking. The natural gas 
stocks encountered heavy offerings 
when efforts were made to extend the 
recent advanee in those issues, but 
they closed the week within a couple 
of points of the year’s highs. ; 

Deere & Co. (old stock) was the 
spectacular individual performer, 
soaring 70 points to a_ new high at 
740, or 305 points above the years 
low, while the new stock ran up more 
than 15 points. Western Maryland 
second preferred scored an extreme 
gain of 20 points on Saturday and 
retained about four-fifths of its gain. 
Tubize Artificial Silk, after sinking 
to a new low at 110 on Saturday, ral- 
lied to 129 3-4 the same day. 
registered a new peak at 260 but 
closed 10 points below that figure. 

Aviation and accessory stocks de- 
veloped several points of strength. 
Fokker and Irving Air Chute being 
elevated to new high levels. Cord 
Corporation, which has large holdings 
of Stinson Aircraft, also reached new 
high ground. Motors were rather 
quiet. ae 

Among the many specialties to sell 
at their best prices of the year were 
American Chain, Bulova Watch p?e- 
ferred, Starrett Corporation, Trans- 
lux Pietures, Sentry Safety Control. 
U. S. Finishing, Bower Roller Bear- 
ing and Newmont Mining. 

Investment trust and trading cor- 
poration shares, the security holdings 
of which have shown marked appre- 
ciation since the first of the year, 
also presented numerous strong spots. 

The rally in bonds slowed up some- 
what as a result of the slight stiffen- 
ing in money rates and the competi- 
tion of new bond and stock offerings.
